Your letter dated October 26, 1973, asked us to review out-of-city 

1 travel by offlclals of the Dlstrlct of Columbia's Department of Human cl7 
r Resources (DHR) and the City's public school system We agreed to cover 

1 the extent of travel by top DHR and school offlclals, including attend- 
c!/;g cI 

/ ante at conferences and conventions We have also Included lnformatlon 
on the amount of Dlstrlct and Federal grant funds spent for out-of-city 
travel and the controls over such travel and related improvement actions 

The L)lstrlct of Columbia Approprlatlon Acts, Public Law 92-344 for 
fiscal year 1973 and Public Law 93-91 for fiscal year 1974, limited the 
amount of appropriated funds for out-of-city travel by the Dlstrlct 
Government to $200,000 and $210,000, respectively The District Appro- 
priation Acts for several prior years also placed a dollar limit on 
travel 

In the fiscal year 1972 Dlstrlct approprlatlon hearings, the Senate 
/ Subcommittee of the Committee on Approprlatlons expressed concern about S*Y 

the amount of out-of-city travel by Dlstrlct officials At that time 
most out-of-city travel was charged to appropriated funds, however, 
since then the Dlstrlct substantially increased the use of grant funds 

In the Senate hearings on the fiscal year 1972 Dlstrlct of (olumbla 
approprlatlons, the District reported that the total cost of out-of-city 
travel for the first 6 months of fiscal year 1971 was $271,459, of which 
$218,289 was funded from approprlatlons and $53,170 was funded flom 
Federal grants Of the $218,289, DHR spent $27,720 and public schools 
$27,390 DHR incurred $40,523 of the $53,170 while public schools in- 
curred none Data was not available on the amount of grant funds used 
for out-of-city travel for the last half of fiscal year 1971 and for 
fiscal year 1972 

Tne Dlstrlct's Offlce of Budget and Flnanclal Management alloted a 
portion of the $200,000 and $210,000 appropriated funds to public 
schools and DHR for out-of-city travel For fiscal years 1973-74, 
public schools were allocated $30,000 and DHR $66,000 In contrast, 
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grant funds for public schools' out-of-city travel totaled about $194,000 
for fiscal years 1973-74 We could not obtain a slmllar amount for DHR 
because Federal grant funds were not segregated for local and out-of-city 
travel Also, the accounting records were poorly malntalned and there- 
fore, we could not readily make such a determlnatlon Such data, If 
accumulated separately, could help managemenL to monitor out-of-city 
travel chargeable to grant funds 

About $288,000 In grant funds for all travel was available to three 
DHR organizational units we revlewed In fiscal years 1973-74 There 1s 
no legal llmlt on the total grant funds that can be spent for out-of- 
city travel Each grant, however, speclfles the amount of travel re- 
qulred to carry out the grant 

The approprlatlon llrnlt for out-of-city travel, therefore, appears 
to have little value In llmltlng the amount of travel to places outside 
the city when the Dlstrlct can use grant funds for such purposes 

We also noted that DHR and public schools' controls for out-of-city 
travel need strengthening to Insure that (1) travel vouchers are sub- 
mitted promptly after trips are completed, (2) employees' travel ad- 
vances are recovered when an Immediate need no longer exists, (3) the 
number of lndlvlduals authorized to attend the same meeting or conven- 
tlon is llrmted to those consldered essential, and (4) travel claims are 
approved by an offlclal who has knowledge of the trip before relmburslng 
employees for claimed expenses 

Actions taken or planned by DHR and public schools and our comments 
on these matters follow

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We revlewed the travel of three of DHR's SIX organizatlons--Execu- 
tlve Direction and Support, Mental Health Adrmnlstratlon, and Community 
Health and Hospitals Admlnlstratlon According to DHR offlclals, employ- 
ees of these organlzatlons did most of the out-of-city travel We could 
not obtain the total available Federal grants for out-of-city travel 
because DHR did not accumulate this data separately for out-of-city 
travel The funds avallable and spent by these employees are shown 
below

included Board of Education members , employees at the Assistant Super- 
intendent level and above, and General Schedule (GS)-14 employees Be- 
cause of the large number of offxlals in DHR, we limited our review to

SIMILAR TRAVEL BY OPE'ICIALS 

We reviewed all travel by two or more public schools' offlclals 
attending the same meeting or convention financed by appropriated funds 
Because of the numerous grants awarded to the public schools and the 
time it would have required to review each grant, it was necessary to 
restrict our review to two large grants While our review of DHRwas 
limited to travel by five or more offlclals attending the same confer- 
ence or meeting, It covered most of the DHR travel costs Selected 
data for travel lnvolvlng multiple attendance by public schools' and DHR 
officials follows

Denver, Colorado, and included teachers and administrators The Ex- 
ecutive Director, the supervisor for most of the attendees, said the 
large number of school offlclals were sent to this conference, rather 
than sending a few school offlclals to various other meetings through- 
out the year, because it was the first opportunity for Dlstrlct school 
personnel to meet with others from around the country who work with 
students with similar needs 

Ten of the 17 DHR trips were made by 9 to 18 employees each In 
one trip, nine employees attended the American Psychiatric Association 
Annual Convention in Honolulu, Hawall, at a cost of $4,882 The other 
seven trips were made by five or more travelers 

7 
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The positions and Job descriptions of the employees on the Hawall 
trip Indicate that two of those attendlng did not have responsibllitles 
closely related to the subJect of the convention The DHR Controller 
said that, in connection with his new duties of reviewing travel re- 
quests, under a recent procedure change, he would not have approved the 
travel of these two officials Before this change, individual travel 
requests were independently approved by various DHR officials 

With regard to the other 16 trips, the Controller stated that he 
would have questloned the need for some employees maklng these trips 
DHR's actions to strengthen the control over travel are discussed In 
the next section 

Trips taken by two or more officials in public schools and five or 
more in DHR, for the same purpose, lncludlng their cost and duration 
are shown In detail In appendixes III and IV 

ADEQUACY OF CONTROLS OVER TRAVEL 

Public school and DHR's control over out-of-city travel need 
strengthening We noted that travel vouchers were not submitted prompt- 
ly and travel advances were outstandlng for long periods of time This 
causes cash balances to be overstated and does not allow the timely 
recording of expenses In the accounting records Without complete data, 
management cannot meanlngfully assess the status of travel funds 
Travel advances held for long periods allow employees to use Government 
funds for personal use 

Our review of the records for 151 trips by public school of-flclals 
and 269 trips by DHR offlclals during fiscal years 1973-74 showed that, 
m 23 cases, employees had not submitted vouchers although they had com- 
pleted the trips many months earlier In nine other cases, 90 or more 
days had elapsed before the vouchers were submitted We also noted 
that In 41 cases employees' travel advances were still outstandlng at 
the time our fieldwork was completed These results are shown below

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Publx school and DHR records show that for the 23 vouchers that 
had not been submltted when our fieldwork was completed, 3 to 14 months 
had elapsed since the trips were taken, with most of the trips over 7 
months old The nine vouchers that were not submitted promptly took 
the traveler from 3 to 7 months to submit the voucher For the 41 
trips In which employees received travel advances and for which no 
voucher had been submitted when our fieldwork was completed, the travel 
advance had been outstanding between 4 to 14 months Most of the travel 
advances have been outstandlng over 6 months 

Public school offxlals said they are preparing a travel instruc- 
tlon that ~111 require all reimbursement claims to be submltted wlthln 
30 days after the travel has been completed Also, followup procedures 
will be Implemented to review travel records and to request travelers 
to submit overdue vouchers These actions In publx schools should 
strengthen accounting controls over travel by encouraging prompt sub- 
mlsslon of vouchers 

DHR has also taken followup action requesting travelers to account 
for 200 outstandlng travel advances The DHR Controller stated that 
accounting personnel ~111 be Instructed to followup on all trips where 
no voucher has been submitted after 90 days These actlons should help 
strengthen DHR's accounting controls over travel by encouraging the 
prompt submlsslon of vouchers and early settlement of outstanding 
travel advances 

During the latter part of the period covered by our rexnew, the 
followxng DHR procedures were Implemented to control travel 

--The DHR Controller now reviews and approves all travel requests 
The review responslbllltles Include evaluating the need for 
multiple attendees at the same conferences and conventions wxth 
all questionable travel requests to be referred to the Dlrector 
for h1.s flnal deczslon 

--Offxlals attendlng conferences and conventions must make a 
report and submit It to the Deputy Dxrector for his review The 
purpose of the review 1s to assess the benefits derxved from 
such travel and determine whether there IS a need to disseminate 
the lnformatlon to other DHR personnel 

These procedures had not been Implemented long enough to adequate- 
ly evaluate them in all Instances However, they should help to Insure 
appropriate review of the need for multiple attendance at conferences 
and conventlons and that knowledge obtalned by travelers 1s dlsseml- 
nated to other interested employees

We also noted that, In many cases, DHR erroneously recorded out- 
of-city travel costs as local travel The Controller advised us that 
accounting personnel have been Instructed to check the account, object 
class, and appropriations more carefully on all accounting documents 

There were also shortcomings In revlewlng and approving vouchers 
for payment In public schools and DHR Procedures require that vouchers 
be reviewed and approved by an offlclal in their accounting office be- 
fore certlflcation The official who lnltlally approved the travel re- 
quest does not review the voucher Although the accounting office 
official can compare the voucher with the related travel authorlzatlon, 
this procedure does not meet the requirement that it be approved only 
by the proper admlnlstratlve officer famlllar with the contents of the 
claim Instructions for approving and certlfylng the accuracy of travel 
vouchers are contalned in the General Accounting Office Policy and Pro- 
cedures Manual for guidance of Federal agencies Title VII, section 
23 1, of the manual provides that 

"Each voucher, voucher-schedule, Invoice or bill used in 
lieu of a prescribed voucher shall be approved for payment 
by the proper admlnlstratlve officer who 1s cognizant of 
the facts stated therein and be certlfled by an authorized 
certlfylng officer as provided In Sections 82c and 82f of 
Title 31 of the United States Code When one person 1s 
authorized to both approve and certify a voucher, he is 

,requlred to sign the voucher only as the certifying officer II 

Title VII, sectlon 28 12, also provides that 

r,* * * the procedures and controls of departments and agencies 
should include adequate admlnlstratlve procedures for sys- 
tematlcally exarmnlng disbursement and collection trans- 
action to verify their legality, propriety, and correctness 
at the point in time when any needed preventive or correc- 
tlve action can be most effectively taken n 

Public schools' and DHR's current practice permits officials to 
review and approve employees' travel vouchers that do not have direct 
knowledge of the trips We believe admlnistratlve approval of vouchers 
by offlclals mltlally authorlzlng such travel would provide needed 
assurance to the certlfylng officer that the travel was performed as 
authorized 

The Offlce of Munlclpal Audit and InspectIon is responsible for 
audltlng and evaluating all programs ' functions and controls of each 
department and agency in the Dlstrlct of Columbia Offlce officials 
said in recent years they have not performed travel audits at public 
schools and DHR

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RECOMMENDATIONS TO THE COMMISSIONER 

We recommend that the Comrmssloner InLure that 

--All proposed out-of-city travel In publx schools--1ndlvldual or 
group ---1s revxewed and approved by a designated offlclal before 
the trips are taken 

--All travel vouchers are submitted promptly after completing the 
trips 

--Review procedures are establlshed to Insure prompt recording of 
travel costs 

--All travel advances outstandlng more than 30 days be collected 

--All travel vouchers be approved by an appropriate offlclal having 
knowledge of the travel to provxde further assurance to the 
certlfylng offxer that the trip wab performed as authorized 

--The adequacy of admlnlstratlve and accounting controls for 
travel, especially out-of-city travel, are perlodlcally revlewed 
by the Director, Office of Munxlpal Audit and Inspection 

As you requested, we have not obtained comments on this report 
from the District of Columbia Government We did, however, discuss 
our observations with District offxlals and thex comments were con- 
sidered m preparing this report 

We do not plan to distribute this report further unless you agree 
or publxly announce Its contents We want to Invite your attention 
to the fact that this report contains recommendatxons to the Commas- 
sloner which are set forth on this page As you know, section 236 of the 
Legzslatlve Reorganization Act of 1970 requires the head of the Dlstrlct 
of Columbia to submit a written statement on actions he has taken on our 
recommendations to the House and Senate Committees on Government Opera- 
tions not later than 60 days after the date of the report and the House 
and Senate Comrmttees on Approprlatlons with the agency's fzrst request 
for approprlatlons made more than 60 days after the date of the report 
When we obtain your agreement to release the report, we ~111 make It 
available to the Commxssloner and the four commlttees for the purpose of 
setting m motion the requirements of section 236
